The  Seventeenth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Woman's  Home 
and  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Synod  of  North  Carolina  met  in  Augsburg  Church,  Winston,  N. 
C,  Wednesday,  August  27,  1902,  at  3  o'clock,  p.  m. 

The  convention  was  formally  opened  by  the  President,  Miss 
Ella  Belle  Shirey,  according  to  the  order  for  opening  conven- 
tion, found  on  page  48  of  the  United  Service. 

After  a  few  introductory  remarks  by  the  pastor  loci,  Mr.  C.  A. 
Ritchie,  Miss  Lew  Dull, of  the  Augsburg  Society,  welcomed  the 
Convention  in  a  beautiful  and  appropriate  address,  to  which  the 
President  fittingly  responded.

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 

Dear  Sisters  and  Friends: 

With  giatitude  to  God  for  His  kindness  shown  us  as  individuals 
and  societies  during  the  past  year,  do  we  greet  eich  other  in  this  our 
Seventeenth  Annual  Convention. 

We  have  come,  I  trust,  in  His  name  and  at  his  call  to  pray  and  sing 
together,  to  commune  with  each  other  concerning  the  Redeemer's 
kingdom,  to  review  the  past,  and  make  out  plans  for  the  future. 

Gathered  together  for  so  high  and  holy  a  purpose,  we  would  unite  in 
thanksgiving  to  Him,  who  has  so  highly  honored  woman  as  t.o  sdve 
her  the  glorious  privilege  of  being  co-workers  with  Him  in  the  world's 
redemption.  Seeking  wisdom  from  on  high  may  we  be  inspired  to 
greater  zeal,  warmer  love,  and  our  spirits  so  burn  within  us  that,  like 
m.iuy  of  old,  we  may  say,  "My  soul  doth  magnify  the  Lord." 

It  is  a  special  pleasure  to  us  to  meet  this  year  in  this  Augsburg 
church —  the  point  to  which  we  gave  our  Home  Mission  funds  for 
several  years.  We  recall  the  many  hopes  and  prayers  which  were  sent 
with  our  contributions,  and  which  are  builded  into  the  church  as  truly 
as  are  the  bricks  and  mortar. 

We  now  have  in  this  city  of  handsome  churches  one  that  we  are  not 
ashamed  to  say  is  the  Lutheran  Church. 

Here  we  have  an  object  lesson  showing  the  wisdom  of  the  Board  of 
Missions  in  its  method  of  "concentrating  its  main  efforts  upon 
such  prominent  points  as  promise  more  outcome  in  future  results." 
Little  can  be  accomplished  when  defusive  and  inefficient  helping  is 
our  mode  of  work.  The  real  effectiveness  of  our  work  will  never  be  man- 
ifest until  there  is  concentrated  effort  on  the  part  of  all  Auxiliaries 
and  all  Sy nodical  Societies,  which  at  the  same  time  will  prove  an  in- 
spirafin  to  ourselves  and  to  others.     The  whole  work  is  hindered  when 
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one  Auxiliary  diverts  its  funds  into  other  than  missionary  channels 
or  another  complains  of  the  expense  connected  with  carrying  on  the 
work.  Is  not  this  the  old  cry  raised  by  the  disciples  in  Bethany?  "Why 
this  waste?"  they  cry,  as  the  costlv  ointment  was  poured  on  the  pre- 
cious Saviour.  But  Jesus  Said,  "Let  her  alone,  she  hath  wrought  a 
good  work.'' 

If  we  know  the  master  approves,  we  should  not  be  discouraged  when 
we  meet  opposition  even  when  it  comes  from  those  from  whom  we  least 
expect  it. 

Work  of  the  Past  Year. 

We  will  now  take  a  hasty  (survey  of  the  work  of  this  society  for  the 
past  year,  which  has  been  one  of  the  most  encouraging  of  our  exis- 
tence. 

Your  Executive  Committee  has  met  three  times  and  has  endeavor- 
ed to  carry  out  the  plans  adopted  by  the  last  Convention. 

The  treasurer's  report  will  show  that  all  appropriations  have  been 
paid,  and  that  the  total  amount  contributed  by  the  societies  during 
the  year  is  $1273.51. 

To  the  Board  of  Missions  $350  has  been  paid  for  Foreign  Missions, 
this  being  one-third  the  salary  of  Rev.  C.  L.  Brown;  $300  for  Home 
Missions;  and  $100.  given  by  the  Children's  Societies,  for  the  support 
of  a  native  helper  in  Japan.  To  the  treasurer  of  N.  C.  Synod  $200  was 
paid  for  Burlington. 

Many  societies  have  contributed  more  than  ever  before. 
New  Societies. 

There  has  been  one  new  woman's  society  organized  at  Frieden's 
church  and  one  children's  society  at  Albemarle.  To  these  we  extend 
a  cordial  welcome,  and  hope  that  soon  we  may  have  others  to  record. 

As  instructed  by  the  last  Convention  I  have  written  to  some 
pastors  of  congregations  where  there  are  no  societies,  and  talked  to 
others  urging  them  to  organize. 

I  feel  sure  that  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  has 
the  hearty  approval  of  every  pastor  in  the  Synod,  and  that  there  is  no 
longer  the  opposition  among  the  people  that  once  existed;  but  the 
pastors  of  some  of  the  weaker  congregations  do  not  think  they  can  yet 
have  a  society. 

Others  are  hoping  to  organize  in  the  near  future.  We  hope  that 
gradually  our  number  will  increase  until  there  is  both  a  Woman's  and 
a  Children's  Society  in  every  congregation  in  the  Synod.  Let  us  all 
be  alert  along  this  line,  and  try  to  interest  ladies  in  congregations 
where  there  are  no  societies,  and  lend  a  helping  hand  whenever  and 
wherever  a  new  society  may  be  organized  by  effort  on  our  part. 

CONFERENTIAL  CONVENTION. 

The  Conferential  Convention  of  the  Southern  Conference  has  held 
two  very  interesting  meetings  during  the  year,    one   at   Ebenezer  in 
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Nov.,  the  other  at  St.  Matthews  in  July.     It  has  contributed  S9.47    to 
this  Synodical  Society. 

Change  of  Officers. 

At  the  April  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  it  was  necessary 
to  accept  the  resignation  of  both  our  recording  and  corresponding 
secretaries  as  both  expected  to  remove  from  tie  bounds  of  this  Synod. 
We  deeply  regret  losing  these  faithful  and  efficient  ofticers.  Our  best 
wishes  go  with  them  to  other  churches  in  which  they  will  labor.  Miss 
Pearle  Rendlemxn  was  elected  recording  secretary,  and  Miss  Myrtle 
Patterson  corresponding  secretary  to  fill  these  vacancies.  At  the 
June  meeting  of  the  Committee  Mrs.  Miller  also  resigned  as  associate 
editor  of  Woman's  Department  of  the  Lutheran  Visitor.  Mrs.  J.  Q. 
Wertz  was  elected  to  take  this  place. 

Woman's  Department  of  Visitor. 

Mrs.  M.  O.  J.  Kreps  is  now  conducting  most  successfully  this  depart- 
ment of  the  Visitor.  Surely  it  is  not  necessary  to  insist  that  a  body  of 
intelligent  Wouasu  should  subscribe  for  their  church  paper,  which 
is  a  necessity  to  the  life  and  growth  of  our  Woman's  Missionary 
Societies. 

I  woul  1  also  recommeu  I  the  Southern  Lutheran  as  a  children's  paper. 
Let  me  urge  also  that  Dr.  Peery's  excellent  book,  "Lutherans  in  Jap- 
an", be  more  widely  circulated  among  our  people.  To  be  propeily  in- 
terested in  our  Jap  in  Mission  we  must  be  informed  about  it.  Dr. 
Peery  wrote  this  book  to  give  us  the  needed  information  about  this 
important  work. 

Work  ok  Board  of  Missions. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  review  the  home  and  foreign  mission  work 
uuder  the  care  of  the  Board  of  Missions.  The  full  report  by  them  at 
the  recent  m?eting  of  the  Unite!  Synod  has  been  printed,  and  we 
tru  t  carefully  read  by  all.  The  presence  of  our  former  Secretary,  Dr. 
L.  K.  Probst,  will  be  sorely  missed  by  the  Convention.  His  wide 
knowledge  of  the  entire  field,  and  ready  helpfulness  always  rendered 
his  presence  invaluable.  We  are  glad,  however,  to  have  the  president 
of  the  Board  with  us. 

Burlington. 

The  woman's  mission  of  N.  C.  Synod,  at  Burlington,  is  prospering. 
The  Missionary  Society  there  has  contributed  liberally  this  year.  Our 
"bread  cast  upon  the  waters"  is  returning  to  our  treasury  to  go  forth 
again  to  bless  others. 

Many  promising  points  in  X.  C.  are  calling  for  our  help.  May  our 
contributions  so  increase  that  we  may  soon  help  another  point  in  N. 
C.  and  also  increase  our  appropriation  to  the  Board  of  Missions. 

Suggestions. 

I  would  submit  the  following  suggestions: 
1st.  That  we  request  the  president  of  the  Conferential  Convention  to 


make  an  annual  report  to  this  Convention 
2nd,  That  the  Constitution  of  the  Children's  Societies   be  revised. 
3rd.  That  each  Children's  Society  be  entitled  to  send  one  delegate   to 

this  Convention. 
4th.  That  this  Convention  make  an  appropriation  to  the  X.  C.  appor- 
tionment of  the  '"Furlough  Fund",  which  the  Board  is   asking  in 
order  that  Di.  Peerv  and  family  may  return  to  this  country. 
And  now  to  Him  who  has  called  us  to  the   work   and    sustained   us 
therein,  we  would  leave  the  record  of  the  past.     Let  us   put  more   in- 
terest and  more  life  in  the  work  committed  to  us,  and   in    proportion 
to  our  fidelity  to  God, our  zeal,  and  our  prayers,  will  His  blessings  rest 
upon  our  labors.

I  fear  that  some  of  our  Children's  Societies  do  not  realize  that  the 
General  Secretary  is  expected  to  make  a  report  to  the  Convention  or 
they  would  be  more  prompt  in  sending  in  their  reports  and  be  more 
careful  to  answer  her  questions  when  they  do  send. 

The  above  tabulated  report  shows  that  two  new  Societies  have 
been  organized  during  the  year.  I  have  learned  that  St.  Mark's, 
Charlotte,  has  recently  organized  a  "Light  Bearers'  Society"  and  also 
a  "Girl's  Guild,"  which  expect  to  report  by  another  year.  Heretofore 
their  work  has  been  done  through  the  Sunday  School. 

I  have  no  report  from  "Earnest  Workers"  (Trinity)  this  year,  but  I 
have  the  promise  of  reorganization  in  the  near  future. 

Albemarle,  I  understand,  has  organized,  but  I  have  been  unable  to 
get  any  report. 

Lebanon  Society  reports  that  it  "organized  the  fourth  Sunday  in 
April  with  14  members  and  gave  out  14  nickles  to  the  children  to  be 
brought  in  Dec.  1,  1902  with  the  increase."  Of  course,  they  have  no 
collection  to  report  this  year,  but  we  hope  to  have  good  results  from 
their  work  by  another  year. 

The  children  ofmanv  of  our  congregations   are  doing  mission   work 
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through  the  Sunday  Schools  and  Woman's  Societies.     The    Pastor  of 
Organ  and  Ebenezer  writes  that  in  these  churchsa  the  children    work 
through  the  Woman's  Societies. 

The  pastor  of  Union  and  Christian na  reports  that  the  children  of 
these  congregations  have  done  good  work  this  year  in  connection 
with  Woman's  Societies. 

The  children  of  Bethel  (Stanley)  have  been  working  for  a  number  of 
years  and  have  raised  a  good  deal  of  money,  the  greater  part  of  which 
they  have  used  in  re-modeling  their  church,  and  the  rest  they  gave 
to  missions  through  the  Woman's  Society.  Now  that  they  have 
their  church  improvements  finished,  I  think  these  children  could  be 
organized  into  a  Missionary  Society,  with  proper  management.  1 
trust  that  the  women  of  the  congregation  will  take  steps  in  that 
direction  soon. 

1st,  I  recommend  that  the  convention  urge  upon  the  Children's 
Societies  the  importance  of  being  careful  with  their  records,  so  that 
their  secretaries  may  be  able  to  report  promptly  and  fully  to  the 
General  Secretary,  at  least  two  weeks  before  the  Convention,  that  she 
may  have  time  to  write  her  report  before   comiug  to  the  Convention. 

2nd,  I  recommend  that  our  Children's  Societies  stand  ready  to 
cooperate  in  establishing  a  Children's  Mission  Church  when  the 
Board  of  Missions  as  directed  by  the  United  Synod,  select  the 
place  and  arranges  the  plan;  this  to  be  done  in  connection  with  the 
Foreign  Mission  work  they  have  been  doing. 

We  have  great  reason  to  be  proud  of  our  Children's  Societies  this  year. 
They  have  sent  up  by  far  the  largest  amount  they  have  ever  raised 
and  we  trust  that  they  will  continue  to  increase  as  the  years  go  by,  so 
that  they  may  be  instruments  in  God's  hands  for  relieving  the  suf-

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REPORT  OF  CORRESPONDING  SECRETARY. 
God    has    surely    blessed  the    consecrated  efforts   of  the    Woman's 
Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  X.  C.  Synod  during   the  sev- 
enteen years  of  its  existence.     Among  many    other  evidences   of  our 
usefulness  in  the  Master's  work,  this  beautiful  church  in  which  we  now 
meet  bears    testimony  to  the  labors  and  sacrifices    of  our  noble  band. 
May  our  meeting  here,    with  one    of  our  promising  mission  churches, 
which  we  have   been  privileged  to  help,  be  a  fresh    inspiration  to    us 
for  the  future  work.     I  beg  leave  now  to  report  to  the  convention    the 
following  facts  concerning  our  work  in  the  year  just  closed: — 

We  take  pleasure  in  reporting  out  new  society.  Only  a  few  days 
ago,  this  month,  at  Friedens,  a  new  society  was  organized  wPL  twen- 
ty-three charter  members.  We  welcome  this  society  to  help  us  in 
this  great  and  noble  work  ami  trust  that  it  will  do  much  good  toward 
the  uplifting'  of  humanity. 

We'regret  exceedingly  that  Amity  his  sent  no  report.  We  earn- 
estly recommend  that  this  society  be  requested  to  again  join  us 
in  this  work.  There  are  now  30  auxiliary  societies  in  active  work.  Let 
us  strive  more  earnestly  in  the  future  to  extend  our  work. 

The.  field  is  large  and  there  are  no  boundary  lines.  With  an  effort 
on  the  part  of  those  present  others  may  be  induced  to  enter  the  field 
and  labor  for  the  missionary  cause.  The  report  shows  that  (i  societies 
observed  the  Week  of  Prayer,  5  societies  held  12  meetings  during  the 
year  and  23  public  meetings  were  held.  We  would  urge  that  each  so- 
ciety hold  at  least  one  public  meeting  during  the  year.  These  meet- 
ings acquaint  the  people  with  our  work  and  at  the  same  time  are  bene- 
ficial to  those  who  attend. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  wishes  to  impress  upon  the  Secretaries 
of  the  auxiliary  societies  the  fact  that  it  is  very  important  that  a  cor- 
rect record  be  kept  of  their  work.  It  is  necesary.that  our  records  be 
accurate.  Vhe  tabulated  report  will  show  792  active  members,  beiug 
a  gain  of  42  over  last  year,  134  honorary  members  and  147  life  mem- 
bers. The  total  amount  contributed  for  Home  Missions  is  §610.70;  for 
Foreign  Missions  §409. 7S,  which  makes  a  grand  total  for  the  year  of 
§1020.57. 

We  pray  that  the  Holy  Spirit  may  guide  this  convention  and  that 
each  member  will  be  inspired  to  do  nobler  and  greater  things  for  the 
advancement  of  Christ's  Kingdom.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  OX  PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 

The  report  of  oar  President  is  aa  interesting  presentation  of  the 
work  in  which  this  body  is  engaged.  It  is  more  than  a  summary  of 
what  has  been  accomplished  during  the  year. 

The  spirit  of  high  devotion  to  duty,  and  of  earnest  .solicitude  in 
behalf  of  the  several  interests  calling  tor  our  attention  breathes  in 
almost  every  sentence. 

There  is  also  ringing  all  through  this  report  a  triumphant  call  for 
continued  forward  movements,  while  notes  of  rejoicing  over  progress 
made  already,  give  the  emphasis  of  gratitude  ami  hope  to  the  sum- 
mons to  advance  still  further.  Shall  we  not  rally  to  this  call  with 
unanimity  and  enthusiasm?  Rejoicing  in  God's  favor  upon  out- 
work, shall  we  not  venture  more  largely  upon  his  gracious  promise 
and  continued  guidance  and  help? 

Litis  proper  that  we  should  unite  with  our  President  in  the 
expression  <of  gratitude  and  joy  that  we  hive  been  able  to  meet  all 
the  obligations  assumed  at  our  last  Convention,  with  an  encourag- 
ing surplus  in  our  treasury,  and  to  note  the  year  just  closing  as  the 
most  successful  in  the  history  of  our  Synodical  Society. 
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II.  We  would  join  our  President  also  in  the  recommendation  that 
our  people  begiveu  every  possible  facility  t<>  become  acquainted  with 
our  Home  and  Foreign  field  and  that  the  Southern  Lutheran  now  so 
well  and  entertainingly  edited,  and  the  Lutheran  Visitor,  in  which 
our  cause  is  ably  and  carefully  presented,  be  introduced  into  our  Sun- 
day Schools  and  our  homes,  that  our  people  may  become  so  familiar 
with  the  mission  work  of  our  United  Synod  that  they  may  be  edu- 
cated up  to  the  point  of  meeting  the  increasing  demands  upon  us. 
Our  people  must  cultivate  greater  enlightenment,  or  intelligent  in- 
terest in  missions  is  impossible. 

III.  Appropriate  allusion  is  made  by  our  President  to  the  retirement 
of  Dr.  L.  K.  Probst  from  the  S^ciet  ryship  of  the  Board  of  Missions. 
If  is  proper  that  we  should  put  upon  record  our  appreciation  of  his 
efficient  services,  and  our  sense  of  our  indebtedness  to  him  in  that 
we  have  by  his  help  come  to  the  present  s\Tstematic  form  of  organ- 
ization and  successful  methods  of  work.  Perhaps  there  is  not  another 
who  could  have  done  us  this  servics  more  acceptably  or  more  efficient- 
ly? But  is  it  not  probable  that  for  the  future  the  service  of  a  salaried 
Secretary  may  be  safely  dispensed  with,  and  an  arrangement  be 
substituted  which  at  a  minimum  of  expense  will  secure  the  same 
result.  We  refraim  from  making  any  suggestions,  but  commend  to  the 
attention  of  the  Board  of  Missions  the  propriety  of  effecting  some 
arrangements  which  will  be  equally  efficient  and  far  more  economical, 

IV.  The  President  suggests:— 

1  -;That  we  request  the  President  of  the  Conferentiat  Convention  to 
in  ise  annual  reports  to  the  Convention."  We  recommend  that  this 
item  ne  adopted. 

2.  "That  the  constitution  of  the  Children's  J3ccieties  be  revised." 
We  recommend  that  a  Committee  be  appointed  at  this  Convention  who 
shall  present  at  our  next  Convention  such  revision. 

3.  "That  each  Children's  Society  be  entitled  to  send  one  delegate  to 
this  Convention."     All  recommended  the  adoption  of  this  suggestion. 

4.  "That  this  Convention  make  au  appropriation  towards  the  Peery 
Furlough  Fund  to  be  credited  to  the  N.  C.  Synod's  apportionment." 
We  recommend  that  the  sum  of  >50.OUb3  so  appropriatai. 

In  view  of  the  increasing  demands  of  our  Home  and  Foreign 
Mission  work,  and  in  commemoration  of  the  Centennial  year  of  the 
North  Carolina  Synod  whose  100th  Anniversary  is  to  be  celebrated  at 
Salisbury  in  May,  1903,  we  recommend  the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved,  That,  trusting  in  God  for  his  help,  we  will  make  a 
faithful  effort  to  raise  during  the  coming  year  not  less  than  $1500.00 
and  that  each  society  be  requested  to  aim  to  add,  if  possible,  at  least 
a  fifth  to  the  amount  reported  this  year,  so  that  when  we  meet  next 
vear  we  will  rejoice  in  blessed  results  of  our  united  endeavors,  and 
send  a  note  of  cheer  to  our  sister  Societies  in  other  Synods. 

Resolved,    That   we   turn   over   the    surplus  money    to    the   North 
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Carolina  Synod,  with  the  request  that  they  appropriate  it  ro;  St\    An- 
('   drews,  Concord,  N.  C.
